ments for use by 100 farm fami­ 
lies in New Madrid county, Miss­ 
ouri.

WIGWAM TO CITY! 
HISTOR Y OF PADUCAH 


By Fred G. Neuman 


Visitors in Paducah find the city 
of interest—of 
m arked 
interest, 
mind you. More than a dozen his­ 
torical m arkers in the sidewalks 
point out places of special signifi­ 
cance, telling a story deserving of 
repetition and attesting pride of 
the com m unity’s people in stellar 
events of other days. 
The histor­ 
ian revels in the rich provender 
of the past. Our yesteryears are a 
literal Pandora’s 
box, 
yielding 
golden ingots of precious m em or­ 
ies. 
It is a far cry to the Indian days 
when the Chickasaws roamed this 
fertile region. 
The Paducahs, a 
branch of the larger band, 
held 
sway at the confluence of the Ohio 
and Tennessee rivers, having their 
rendezvous at Pekin, a small clear­ 
ing at the foot of w hat 
is 
now 
Broadway. 
Head of the tribe was 
Chief Paduke, tall and stately. 
After the Jackson Purchase sale 
was effected in 1818, Chief Paduke 
and his 
w arriors 
went 
south. 
Hearing that 
General 
William 
Clark, who inherited the land, was 
to visit it the next 
year, 
Chief 
Paduke wished to meet him at the 
site but died of m alaria en route. 
G eneral Clark changed his plans 
and did not visit Pekin until 1827, 
when he recalled Chief Paduke’s 
intended visit and death, and re­ 
named the site, then grown to a 
village, in honor of the 
beloved 
chief. 
Entranced by glowing 
pictures 
of the Indian 
settlement, 
w hite 
adventurers from the 
Carolinas, 
Virginia and Tennessee came over­ 
la id and in flatboats to view the 
fertile region. 
They 
were 
im ­ 
pressed. 
Jam es and William Pore 
built the first house here in April, 
1821, a round-log cabin 16 
feet 
square which was set up at the 
foot of Broadway. 
As the 
year 
faded there were four white fam- 
lies at Pekin, in addition 
to 
a 
rem nant of the red men. 
When the village 
was 
platted 
and renam ed Paducah, some forty 
property owners were in posses­ 
sion of the chief building 
sites, 
m any of which were already oc­ 
cupied by 
pioneer 
homes 
and 
crude 
business 
houses. 
There 
were twelve square blocks in the 
first plat, the western line running 
to what is now 
called 
Fourth 
street. 
The northern border was 
Jefferson street and on the south­ 
ern tip Clark street offered 
the 
border. 
Nearly all of the 
homes 
and 
business quarters were adjacent 
the river front. 
For many years 
the river was the only means of 
transportation and traders, m er­ 
chants and others sought choice 
locations overlooking the 
rivers. 
As the town expanded, it moved 
w estward: but long after the first 
railroad pierced the town in 1854, 
business clustered around the river 
front. 
The court house was located at 
Second and Kentucky 
avenue, a 
two-story brick structure erected 
in 1832, a replica of which is faith ­ 
fully reproduced in one 
of 
the 
tw in m urals decorating the fed­ 
eral court room in Paducah’s post 
office. 
The Rising Sun, one of 
the earliest inns, overlooked the 
river at Kentucky avenue. 
A few 
hundred yards w estw ard a frow n­ 
ing forest met the vision of 
resi­ 
dents in ye oldtime Paducah. 
A 
pond at Third and Jefferson was 
the mecca for fishermen 
and a 
public well on the north side of 
Broadway between First and Sec­ 
ond streets afforded a 
draft 
of 
cool, sparkling w ater for thirsty 
men and women busy setting up 
homes. 
W axing fat on trem endous river 
trade and spurred by a rail artery 


| the community moved along 
in 
steady fashion till the Civil W ar 
flared. 
Scores of sons laid down 
their civilian tasks and joined the 
colors, some going north but most 
of them standing by the prevail­ 
ing sym pathies of Paducah’s pop­ 
ulace and joining the Confederacy. 
In Septem ber, 1861, G eneral U. S. 
G rant invaded Paducah with sev­ 
eral thousand troops, planting the 
Union flag at First and Broadway 
and issuing a proclamation to the 
citizens. 
M eanwhile the Confederate flag 
had waved for weeks from a splic­ 
ed cypress pole near Third 
and 
Broadway. 
When news of G rant’s 
coming reached Mrs. Emily Ja r- 
rett, then living 
beyond 
Island 
Creek, her first thought was the 
flag for which her husband and 
and their son were fighting. 
She 
rushed outside accompanied by a 
colored boy who did chores about 
the house and speeded 
toward 
Third and Broadway in her light 
buggy. 
Reaching the corner, she 
jum ped out of the carriage 
and 
with the buggy whip forced the 
boy up the pole after the flag, al­ 
ready pierced by shrapnel 
from 
gunboats in the river. 
The boy’s 
cries could be heard all over town, 
but he released the tattered em ­ 
blem, brought it down and in a 
moment Mrs. Jarrett was retu rn ­ 
ing home w ith it. 
A 
squad 
of 
soldiers dispatched to the J a r­ 
rett home failed to find the flag, 
unaw are that the little m atron 
was wearing it as 
a 
petticoat! 
Years later when Mrs. Jarrett died 
at Hopkinsville, the faded banner 
was laid in her casket and borne 
to the cemetery with her remains. 
Paducah’s real taste of the war 
came on March 25. 
1864, 
when 
General Nathan Bedford Forrest 
swept into the city 
with 
1.800 
cavalrymen, the 
purpose 
being 
seizure of supplies and capture of 
old Ford 
Anderson, 
stronghold 
w here 
Riverside 
Hospital 
now 
stands. 
In the vanguard of 
the 
Southerners was 
Colonel 
A. 
P. j 
Thompson, who was shot from his 
horse as the gunboats tore loose to 
join the 600 infantrym en intrench­ 
ed in the fort. When the day end­ 
ed a hundred men were killed and 
wounded. 
In connection with the Civil W ar . 
it is interesting to note that Col- 
onel Ed M urray lived at the south­ 
east com er of Sixth 
and 
Ohio 
streets. 
Colonel M urray built the 
famed M errimac which encounter­ 
ed the Monitor at Hampton Roads 
in 1862, a 
spectacular 
en g ag e-! 
ment fam iliar 
to 
every 
school 
child. 
At the foot of Kentucky avenue 
there is a m arker which calls at­ 
tention to G eneral Rogers Clark 
and his small band of frontiersm en j 
who in 1778 stopped at the foot of 
Owen’s Island on their 
way 
to 
Kaskaskia and Vincennes. 
In ap­ 
preciation of its services to Clark 
in that expedition ,the government 
later gave the soldier land in this 
section, a part of which em braced 
the 8.69 square miles which now 
include the corporate 
limits 
of 
Paducah. 
It was a young Paducah steam ­ 
boat pilot, Captain Jack B. Sleeth, 
who made the first successful un­ 
derw ater cable. 
As a river man, 
he often found difficulty in clear­ 
ing the wires which crossed the 
Ohio river from the Illinois side 
to the foot of Campbell street, the 
steam er’s smokestacks 
p u l l i n g 
down the metal threads when the 
river stage was high. He insulated 
sections of the wire, w rapping it 
with m aterials which received 
a 
pitch bath, then bound the ends 
and, abroad a barge, unwound the 
subm arine cable as it went to the 
river’s bottom. 
It was m ore than 
an experim ent—it was a success. 


Cyrus Fields and other Atlantic 
cable enthusiasts consulted Cap­ 
tain Sleeth in their enterprise. 
Inn Boyd, speaker of the House 
of Representatives from 1851 to 
1855, built the large 
two-story 
brick home 
at 
1710 
Kentucky 
avenue and lived there 
till 
his 
death in 1859. 
When the Demo­ 
cratic convention met at Cincin­ 
nati in 1856, the Paducah states­ 
man came within two votes of 
winning the nomination. 
The homeplace of General Lloyd 
Tilghman, 
Confederate 
officer 
killed at Vicksburg in 1863, still 
stands at the northeast corner of 
Seventh and Kentucky avenue. 
The largest equestrian 
statue 
in 
the National 
M ilitary 
Park 
at 
Vicksburg bears testimony to the 
unfading memory of General Til­ 
ghman and the nine-foot bronze 
representation in Lang Park in 
! Paducah gives hom e-town witness 
to his courage and fidelity. 
United States 
Senator 
Alben 
W. Barkley owns an estate on the 
outskirts of town. 
M ajority lead­ 
er of the Upper House and twice 
spokesman 
for 
the 
Democratic 
party at national conventions, the 
Paducahan is known both in this 
country and abroad. 
Local pride reaches its peak in 
the esteem in which the commun­ 
ity holds its geratest native-born 
son, Irvin S. Cobb. Cradled in a 
two-story colonial type house at 
321 South Third street, the 
dis­ 
tinguished w riter has 
showered 
glory on the city as well as him ­ 
self. 
His nam e 
is 
synonymous 
with Paducah. Editor of the 
old 
Paducah Daily News at the age of 
19, Irvin S. Cobb went to 
New 
York a few years later and within 
four years was the highest-paid 
reporter in the 
world. 
Quitting 
newspaper work, he went into the 
magazine field and started writing 
books, sixty of which have come 
from his pen. 
His Judge Priest 
stories are scented with Paducah 
lore and traditions. 
A score of 
Cobb’s books are saturated 
with 
hum or, among them “Speaking of 
Operations,” which has gone into 
millions of sale. 
An eight-story i 
hotel, a forty-acre park, 
and 
a 
m odem towboat are among tw en­ 
ty-odd namesakes. Cobb, who has 
starred in motion pictures, is now 
engaged in w riting his 
autobi­ 
ography, scheduled for completion 
this summer. 
Home of 
the 
largest 
modern 
railroad shops in the world, P a­ 
ducah often sees visitors 
from 
foreign lands inspecting its giant 
enterprise. 
The Illinois 
Central 
shops are sprawled over eighty- 
eight acres. Huge locomotives are 
built and repaired in 
the 
vast 
buildings, some of which are lit­ 
erally forests of machinery. 
How Paducah recovered 
from 
the Ohio river flood of 1937 will 
long rebound to the courage of its 
citizenry. 
Viewing the New P a­ 
ducah, with its sm art shops and 
thriving factories, one is inclined 
to look upon the disaster 
as 
a 
blessing. 
It may never 
happen 
again, but if it does, the city will 
be prepared with a floodwall now 
building. 
From wigwam 
to 
city 
best 
epitomizes 
Paducah’s 
m etam or­ 
phosis. 
Teeming 
with 
industry 
and filled with a happy, contented 
people, it is hard to picture 
pri­ 
m itive days when red men roam ­ 
ed the wilderness and pale faced 
brothers bartered 
them 
out 
of 
their paradise on earth.

Pierre-Antoine Tabeau and His 
Journal 
Pierre-Antoine Tabeau’s journal, 
! recently brought to 
light 
again, 
presents a picture of North Am­ 
erica, in the era when three na- 
! tions were extending their infiu- 


j ence into 
the 
upper 
Missouri 
‘ country, as seen by an educated 
French-Canadian 
trapper. 
The 
jo u rn al was w ritten during a trip 
up the Missouri river, starting the 
account at the mouth of the river 
| on June 22, 1803. one 
hundred 
and thirty-seven years ago this 
week. 
Years went by after the journal 
was w ritten 
before 
Joseph 
N. 
Nicollet obtained it in some way. 
At the time of his death it was 
placed with his 
papers 
in 
the 
archives of the w ar departm ent. 
It was brought out again, edited by 
Annie Heloise Abel and published 
last year. 
| 
The author of this journal was 
| a kinsman of one of Missouri’s old 
and well known Creole families. 
His mother was the great grand­ 
daughter of Jean 
Valle, 
whose 
brother, Louis-Charles, 
was 
the 
direct ancester of the Valle fam - 
ily oi Ste. Genevieve. His pntern- 
jal great grandfather, Pierre Tab- 
I eau, emigrated to New France and 
settled at Lachine, near Montreal, 
! in 1669. 
Lachine, founded by La 
Salle, in later years became the 
starting point for trading expedi­ 
tions to the G reat Lakes. 
Born on January 15, 1755. young 
Tabeau seemed to desire a liter­ 
ary career in spite of his environ­ 
ment of trading posts and adven­ 
ture. 
He was educated at the 
Seminary at Quebec, now Laval 
University, but later followed his 
father, brother, and other rela­ 
tives into the trading business. 
It is not known just when Pierre- 
Tabeau came 
to 
the 
territory 
which now includes Missouri. He 
lived in the Illinois country lor a 
time, and in 1785 became a na­ 
turalized citizen of 
the 
United 
States. He may have lived at New 
Madrid in the early 1790s, and in 
the spring of 1795 became a mem­ 
ber of the second expedition sent 
up the Missouri river by the Mis­ 
souri Company. 
His journal of a later trip up the 
Missouri river, 1803-1805, repre­ 
sents the finest type 
of 
history 


writing. 
Through the 
numerous 
French-Canadians who figure 
in 
its narrative and through 
refer- 
i ences to the North West and Hud­ 
son Bay companies, the journal is 
related to the history of British 
N orth America. 
The promoter of 
the expedition and 
employer 
of 
Tabeau. Regis Ioisel, serves to re­ 
late the account to the Spanish re­ 
gime in Missouri. 
Mention 
of 
Lewds and Clark adds a third na­ 
tional group and makes the jour­ 
nal an enlightening chapter in the 
history of the United States. 
Tabeau’s 
interests 
were 
not 
those of an ordinary trader, for he 
was interested in more than trade 
and profit. 
Dangers encountered 
by early travelers in the Missouri 
river—snags, floating trees, shift­ 
ing sandbars, and landslides—were 
fit subjects for entry in his jour­ 
nal. 
He noted the fish caught by 
1 the whites and the Indians with a 
¡sportsm an’s relish, and added bits 
I of realistic description. 
! 
His interest in 
animals, 
fish, 
birds and plants, and in the geo­ 
graphy of the country did not lead 
him to exclude accounts of the In­ 
dians and traders, 
however. 
He 
m entions numerous French-Cana­ 
dians who were in the region. He 
tells of a visit with Lewis 
and 
C lark as they ascended the river, 
with Tabeau’s group giving 
the 
Americans valuable information. 
He introduces his readers to the 
sharp trade practices of the varied 
groups of American and French- 
Canadian traders and representa­ 
tives of the Hudson Bay and North 
j West 
companies. 
The 
Indians 
1 them selves developed a technique 
for playing the 
traders 
against 
each other so that only the most 
astute white men were 
able 
to 
m ake a profit. 
After spending two years on the 
upper 
Missouri, Pierre-Antoine 
Tabeau returned to St. Louis 
in 
the latter part of May, 1805. 
He 
later went to Canada, where he 
died on March 10, 1820.

Exceeding Speed Limit 
Ancient City of Paris Center 
Tops Death Cause List Of Battles For 1 5 Centuries 


Exceeding the speed limit was 
again the greatest single cause of 
accidental death and 
injury 
on 
highways last year, according to 
“Smash Hits,” a booklet just pub­ 
lished by The Travelers Insurance 
Company. 
Pointing out that motorists ex­ 
ceeding the legal speed limit caus­ 
ed one death out of every three 
and that speed “too great for ex­ 
isting conditions caused nine out 
of every ten deaths, the booklet 
asserts that “until drivers learn 
what speed limits mean we must 
expect to count the death annually 
in the thousands and the injured 
in hundreds of thousands.” 
More than 36 per cent of 
all 
highway deaths in 1939 were the 
result of excessive speed. About 
15 per cent were caused by reck­ 
less driving and another 15 per 
cent were due to driving on the 
wrong side of the road. 
In 13.5 


per cent of the cases one or both 
drivers failed to exercise caution 
when a question of right-of-way 
was involved, and 11.6 per cent 
of the accidents were caused when 
drivers went off the roadway.

15 centuries, but only once before 
in the last century has it known 
a foreign conqueror. On Jan. 28. 
1871. alter a bombardment 
that 
lasted three and one-half months 
and laid waste large sections of 
the city, the 
invading 
German 
troops 
of 
Bismarck 
marched 
through the capital. 
Paris emerged from its ruins a 
newer and finer city, but 53 years 
later, in the fall of 1914, it was 
faced with a repetition of this ex­ 
perience when the German armies 
of 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
II 
went 
through Belgium to 
within 
20 
miles of its gates. 
On Sept . 2 of that 
year 
the 
Government fled from the city to 
Eordeaux and did not return un­ 
til four months later 
when 
the 
battle of the Marne relieved the 
capital from immediate pressure. 
Until the end of the war, how­ 
ever, Paris remained virtually in 
the war zone. 
German aircraft 
bombed 
the 
city in August and October, 1914, 
and many times in the succeeding 
years of the war. Near the end of 
1917 an improved type of German 
plane, the Gotha, 
systematically 
raided the city, and 
in 
March. 
1918, the Big Bertha shelled Paris 
from a distance of 75 miles. One 
shell, which fell into a church on 
Good Friday, caused 160 casual­ 
ties. 
Although. 
266 
persons 
were 
killed in air raids on Paris d u r­ 
ing the World War, and 602 oth­ 
ers were wounded. 
At the start of the present war 
Paris had a population of about 
2.870.000 and is the world’s fifth 
largest city. 
In the Middle Ages, 
the 
city, 
occupied during 
the 
proceeding 
centuries by the 
Romans, 
the 
Goths and the Normans, consisted 
of three distinct parts: the cite, on 
the islands in the Seine; the ville. 
or right bank, 
and 
the 
Latin 
Quarter, on the left bank. 
The political life of 
the 
city 
roally began in 
the 
fourteenth 


century, when it was shaken by 
the Hundred Years War. 
A new era 
prosperity 
began 
with the accession of Henry IV of 
Navarre in 1589, which was fol­ 
lowed by a 
temporary 
setback 
during the Revolution. Paris a- 
woke to new glory under Napole­ 
on, who spent more than $20,000,- 
000 on construction there 
in

years. His downfall retarded the 
continued growth of the capital, 
and it was reserved for Napoleon 
III to restore the city to its old 
eminence—which 
remained 
un­ 
disturbed until it fell before the 
Germans in the Franco-Prussian 
War in 1871.
